Another southern member of the 


Agriculture Committee who asked 
that he not be quoted by name 
said he understood such an agree- 
ment is being worked out that 
would permit House passage of

House Rules Committee will clear 
the cotton bill this week for floor 
consideration. 


The Senate-passed ARA bill has 


been referred to the House Bank- 
ing Commitee which has taken 
no action on the measure. 


The House defeated its version 


of the ARA bill June 12 by a five- 


Pvote margin. The measure would 


have authorized the ARA to spend1 
another -455 million in its pro 
gram to create jobs in areas of 
unemployment. 


On that vote GO Southern mem- 


bers, including Chairman Harold 
Di. Cooley, B-N.C., and the next 
seven ranking Bemocrats on the 
Agriculture Committee, v o t e d 
against the bill.

. WASHINGTON (AP) _ Repre- 


sentatives of the nation's rail- 
roads announced1 support today of 
President Kennedy's proposed leg- 
islation aimed at averting a na- 
tionwide rail1 strike. 


The 20-mcmbcr board of direc- 


tors of the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads voted unanimously 
in support of both the President's 
message to Congress and the bill 
that lias been introduced. 


The action came as Congress 


took up the President's emergen- 
cy plan under which the Inter- 
state 
Commerce 
Commission 


would be given unprecedented au- 
thority to pass on the four-year- 
long dispute over work rules and 
hold off a strike for at least two 
years. 


At the capitol, congressional ac- 


tion appeared cautiously favora- 
ble to the President's proposal 
announced Monday. 


Representatives of the five op- 


crating unions still are consider- 
ing the position thcyi will take on 
the President's plan. 


Democratic congressional lead- 


ers, in advance of the railroad 
executives' action, talked the sit- 
uation over with Kennedy and re- 
ported afterward that the pros- 
pects for his plan look good.

under the gun, Congress takes up 
today President Kennedy's emer 
gency plan for settling the railroad 
feathcrbedding dispute and avert- 
ing a nationwide rail strike for at 
least two years.

Dear Mrs. Mahcr: 1 agree with 


you that God's wisdom is irrefu- 
table and Infallible. Man, alas, is 
fallible. 


I cl'on't believe that outlawing di- 


vorce would be a solution to the 
problem. The fact that (here are 
more than 15 different grounds for 
divorce among the various stales 
reveals that the law recognizes 
man's fallibility. 


Divorce undoubtedly causes suf- 


fering, but so docs a loveless mar- 
riage in a home filled with bick- 
ering and hostility, Divorce leg- 
islation could certainly be im- 
proved, also the marriage laws. 


I would like to see uniform d'i- 


vorc'o and marriage laws govern- 
all 50 states. The wide variation 
among the different states has 
promoted all1 kinds of abuses and 
dishonesty. 


Man being imperfect, I don't 


think we shall ever be able to 
wipe out divorce entirely. But) we 
can take a realistic step toward 
decreasing the rate by making our 
marriage laws uniform and' more 
stringent. 


Just as Prohibition did not suc- 


ceed in eliminating the abuses of 
alcohol, the divorce problem is 
not likely to be solved by a sta- 
in.-. Only the unremitting effort

Mafia, Killer 
Gang, Chased 
by Police

ROME (AP)—A grieving Sicili- 


an woman whose family 
was 


wiped out by Mafia vengenace 
finally said "basta"—enough. 


Because she did, 29 "Mafiosi" 


(Mafia members) 
are now ac- 


cused in 9 of 600 murders blamed 
on the Mafia since 1945. The shot- 
gun blasts that killed Rosa Mes- 
sina's 
husband and 
five sons 


ripped away the fear that had 
t 


long stilled her tongue. 


For (he first lime in a century 


and a half cracks are beginning 
lo open in the solid wall of silence 
that has shielded the dread Mafia 
secret society from the law. 


The Messina case is typical of 


mnny pressures that may even- 
tually spell the doom of Sicily's 
so called "Honorable Society." 


Word is out in (he rugged hill 


country around Palermo in Sicily's 
northwest coast that the "gaddu 
Cairisi" (Cairo roosters) have be- 
gun one of the biggest "cuvari" 
(nestings) of all time. This is Ma- 
fia underworld lingo meaning that 
police patrols have taken to the 
bush in one of (he most deter- 
mined anti-Mafia drives ever. 


Why is there so much expecta- 


tion that this time the Mafia may 
be shaken to the ground, when 
thousands of Benito Mussolini's 
troops could do nothing in a sim- 
ilar campaign almost 40 years 
ago? 


Part of the answer is to be found 


in the slaughter of seven police- 
men, blown to pieces June 30 in 
a booby-trapped' car. They were 
investigating a similar time-bomb 
blast that killed two workmen the 
day before in a Palermo suburb. 


But the broader answer is seen 


in 
changing attitudes 
of 
the 


crowded Island! at Italy's tip, 
where Palermo is the Mafia's 
headquarters. 


The Sicilians are beginning lo 


see the world outside. Television 
and the new prosperity on the 
Italian 
mainland are showing 


them it is possible for people to 
live peaceful, private lives with- 
out being forever tied to a web of 
fear, extortion and murder. 


For years the people of Sicily, 


under the long tradition of Mafia 
intrigue, accepted their lot as a 
state of necessity — cooperate 
with the Mafia and live, or cross 
the Mafia and die. 


But the current revulsion has 


trickled down to the Sicilian peas- 
ant. At last people like Mrs. Mes- 
sina are willing lo break the code 
of "omerta" (silence or death) 
and name names. 


The Mafia was born of desper- 


ate need on Sicily. The Mediter- 
ranean Island has known at least 
16 conquerers in 2,000 years. The 
secret society was the Sicilians' 
warlord-rulers. 


The Mafia took care of its own 


and visited death upon rapacious 
outlanders. But the voilent nature 
of the Mafia's activities led to ex- 
tortion, blackmail, ransom, and 
murder through vendetta — the 
vengeance killing that cuts down 
any or all in the family of an 
offender. 


For 
generations the Sicilian 


looked to the Mafia as his hope 
for the future. It was the "honor- 
able Society" and 
1 for many it will 


always be. No one onens a bar or 
a shoe store around Pal'ermo with- 
ut permission. No farmer's acre- 
ge prospers unless the Mafia 
;ives its okay. For the entrepre- 
,eur that means "wetting the 
)eak"—paying his secret taxes to 
ie Mafia.

As Los Angeles leadoff batter 


Albie Pearson stepped into the 
batter's box to face New York 
right-hander Ralph Terry Monday 
night, the Yankee Stadium mes- 
sage board flashed: 


"Trcsh back tonight. Mantle, 


Maris back soon." 


Manager Bill Rigney of the An- 


gels looked up from the steps of 
the visiting dugout and snorted: 
"Yeah, they've really missed 'em. 
Like a sixth finger." 


Incredible is the best way to 


dscribe the Yankees' perform- 
ance 
with Mickey Mantle and 


Roger Maris, their two biggest 
guns, on the sidelines. With base- 
ball's best outfield—the M and M 
boys and Tom Tresh—totally in- 
capacitated, the Yankees pulled 
away to a seven-game lead to 
make a runaway of the American 
League pennant race. 


Baseball's nearest thing to a 


monopoly widened its first-place 
margin to 7'i games over sec- 
ond-place Chicago with an 8-4 tri- 
umph over the Angels in the only 
big league game played Monday. 


Ralph Terry was tagged for a 


dozen hits but managed to hold 
the Angels at bay in all but two 
innings and was rewarded with 
his 10th victory to equal his sea- 
son's losses. 


Tresh. back 
in action 
after 


missing several games because of 
a neck injury, celebrated with a 
home run and single in three offi- 
cial times at bat. driving in the 
first three Yankee runs. 


It 
was the 
Yankees' 
fourth 


straight victory since they re- 
turned to Yankee Stadium Satur- 
day. They have a fantastic home 
record of 32 victories against nine 
defeats. 
On the road 
they've 


won 27 and lost 25. 


Considering the Yankees have 


41 games left at home to only 30 
on the road, the oppositions' hopes 
of overtaking the flying Bombers 
is all but hopeless. 


With Mantle and Maris back 


any day the Yankees' might equal 
or surpass their own home record 
of 65-16 in 1961. Since June 5, the 
day Mantle suffered 
a broken 


left foot, the Yankees have won 
32 and lost 16 for a .667 percent- 
age. Since Maris joined Mickey 
on the sidelines July 6, the Yan- 
kees won 10 and lost 4 for .714.

(The Big Bear) Liston annihilated 
Floyd Patterson for the second 
time in one explosive round Mon- 
day night and cleared the way 
for a big money title fight with 
gabby Cassius Clay in Septem- 
ber. 


This giant of a man, at 215V2 


pounds 21 pounds heavier 
than 


the ex-champion, bombed Patter- 
son to the deck three times en 
route to the knockout in 2 min- 
utes, 10 seconds. 


Sonny, 30, missed the course 


record over Floyd, 28, by four 
seconds—2 minutes, 6 seconds at 
Chicago last September. 


To the surprise of many, Pat- 


terson announced after the fight 
that he will not retire, that he 
wants to fight himself back into 
the title picture—and meet Liston 
a third time. 


A crowd of 7,816 paid $286,180 


to see the fast finish in the Con- 
vention Center, plus a nationwide 
audience viewing it through closed 
circuit. 


Liston got the boos when 'he 


entered the ring, Patterson the 
cheers as the sympathetic under- 
do". Which prompted Sonny in his 
post fight remarks to say: "The 
public is not with me, I know, 
but they'll have to swing along 
until somebody comes to beat 
me." 


Floyd said: "Yes, I feel that I 


disgraced myself. But I think I 
can do better and 1 hope to fight 
my way back and prove it."
